A survey has recently baeu wade of 


the ground between the mouth of the 
Sutro tunnel and the Carson river with 
the object of ascertaining the fall be- 
tween those points, which is found to 
be a fraction over 60 feet says the Vir- 
ginia Chronicle. It is rumored that a 
stamp mill will be erected next Spring 
at a point almost due west from the 
mouth of the tunnel on the bank of the 
river. This mill will be driven by a 
Laffell wheel propelled by the water 
coming from the tunnel, and will be 
used for workiu the vast body of low- 
grade quartz cut throng iu excavating 
the tunnel. 
This vein is said to be 300
